Presidio, 
Tex., Dec. 30.—Fighting 
between Mexican Federals and consti- 
tutionalists at Ojinaga was resumed 
this morning. 
The rebels advanced 
upon the federal trenches where the 
remnant of Huerta's army in northern 
Mexico had taken refuge after its dis- 
astrous defeat of last night. 
Dazed and demoralized by their dis- 
heartening encounter with the rebel 
forces, eleven Mexican federal gener- 
als and the remnant of their army that 
had escaped defeat crouched today in 
the. trenches at Ojinaga, Mexico, un- 
certain whether they should put up a 
feeble resistance against another at- 
tack or1 scatter in disorder in every 
direction. 


U.- S. Troops Active. 
Meanwhile United States troops on 
this side of the river, were scouting 
the border for any federals who might 
have crossed during the night and to 
chock any general 
rush 
across the 
river as seemed imminent last night. 
•when during a panic in the garrison 
at Ojinaga about 500 federals leaped 
in to-the river. 
The situation was regarded as criti- 
cal both because jt appeared to hold 
the fate of the federal army and be 
cause it 
threatened a general rush 
across the river of all 
the 
federal 
troops should the rebels close in. 
Fight or Bee were the 
conflicting 
questions written'on tlie'iace of every 
soldier now under seige in the small 
Mexican village about a mile from 
Presidio. Within'the confines of the 
village were all that remained of the 
northern division of Huerta's army 
About them-on the hills are the ad 
vance guard of Gen. Ortega's rebel 
army and still-further back -.fere the 
rest of the rebels. 
All are moving 
under instructions from Gen. Villa tc 
exterminate the. federals if possible 
Situation Is Critical. 


• After last night's rout in which thej 
•were so completely disorganized many 
crossed to the American side, or were 
shot dead for mutiny at their officers 
feet.

maintain a united fighting front. 
Upon -the ability of the generals tc 
rally their soldiers will depend wheth 
er the Huerta army is to keep or lose 
Its last' remaining 
foothold in tlu 
n'oth'ernV-part bjt Mexico.

Rebel .Advance Spreads Terror. 
The news.'of the rebel approach had 
caused increasing anxiety, but wher 
the firing was heard absolute terroi 
prevailed.

About -.500 fderals with their guns 
jumped into the river to seek safety 
on the American side. 
Of this man- 


t>er at-least 400- -were driven back be- 
fore they got- out'-of the-water. 
An- 
other hundred" 'were captured -by Ma1 
jor 
McNamee"," commanding

These-were disarmed, marched to the- 
town of Presidio and then forced back 
to th.e Mexican side. 
A few of those 
who

Federals In Confusion. 
About the time a -scene-of unimag- 
inable confusion reigned among the 
federals who still kept within the forti- 
fications, and .trenches of Ojinaga. The 
soldiers, flatly .refused to fight. All 
army ranks and divisions were ignored 
and the whole garrison was a mob. 
,The generals alone stood firm, end 
endeavoring with their poor "support 
to present a gallant front. General? 
Sala:;ar and Orozco. commanders 
ol 
volunteers, were said to have drawn 
their revolvers: in a threat to shoot 
every soldir who refused to obey.

Summed lip the federals appeared 
to have scattered at the first puff o! 
ponder. Military men said it was fear 
rattier than bullets that disorganized 
the garrison. 
. A desultory fire opened by the' re'o 
els indicated that the rebel forces in 
tended to push the fight right intc 
the federal stronghold-

trenches, apparently without hope of 
repulsing the attacking force.

a few shots came from the Huertc 
lines in the early stages of today's 
fightin'g. 
As viewed from the American side 
the situation of the federals seemeo 
desperate as they had no ground foi 
farther retreat except across the-riv- 
er unless they should try the hazard 
ous alternative of a forced march intc 
the state of Coahuila. 
Gen. Ortega, commanding the con 
stitutionalists, has received orders tr 
show no mercy to the captured fed- 
erals and to summarily execute Gen 
erals Salazar, 
Orozco, 
Rojas. arid 
Alanis. 
commanding 
volunteers, it 
was said. 
United States cavalry was patroliuj; 
the border again today watching foi 
'anv feoera-ia- who -might- attempt tc 
•cross to the American side. 
On ac 
count of the'situation of Ojinaga will- 
reference, to the American town, nc 
firing across the border is feared.

It was reported that Ortega had 
been reinforced so that the attacking 
armv outnumbered the defenders.

Federal Army in Flight 
The federal army of four thousand 
men at Ojinaga, opposite here, was 
put to flight last night by 4.200 con- 
stitutionalists sent by Gen. Villa from 
'Chihuahua. In the darkness many of 
the federals crossed the river to the 
American side, but 
all except the 


-wounded were forced back 
by 
the 


United States troops. 
The final rout was preceded by n 
three hours' battle begun after dark 
In which the rebels marching through 
the steep canons south ot Ojinaga 


completely wiped out the federal out- 
post. 


The news of the defeat at La Mula 
Pass and La Mulato giving the rebels 
an unobstructed passage to 
within

caused a frenzied retreat among the 
federals. 


Troops Plunge into River. 


About 
T'our 
hundred 
of 
them 
plunged into the river to seek safety

The badly wounded were the only 
ones allowed to remain on this side 
and these were cared for by Dr. Burn- 
side of tiie United States army.

Madison, Wis., Dec. "0.—The threo- 
fourths limitation clause in fire insur- 
ance policies has been held valid by 
Attorney General Waiter C. Owen in 
an opinion to Insurance Commissioner 
Herman L. Ekern today. 
lie holds 
that 
the 
three-fourths 
limitation 
clause may 
be iisfkl 
in 
connection 
with the Wisconsin | standard policy. 
This clause is favored by most insur 
ance 
companies, faarticularly upon 
risks with hazardous occupancies in 
isolated and unprotected localities. 
For this reason it is claimed that 
insurance companiejs 
do 
not 
favor 
country stores as tljey are usually rr- 
moved from fire ana police protection. 
Where 
the 
three-fourths limitation 
clause is used it is $ claimed by insur- 
ance men that it- ftimulat.es interest 
of the owner of otSSiipant in the pre- 
vention of fire upoa^.liis risk. 
Before submitting 1 this question'to 
the attorney general.

'The public

Judge Turner. 
"In one year 600 ili- 


vorces have been granted in Milwau- 
kee county. In every case there is ;ni 
average of three children, the 
man 
and his wife. Besides these 3,000 PPO- 
nle the county often has t.o pay for 
the siiDport of some of them. 1 think 
that thsre are a large percentage of 
divorces brought 
by 
lawyer's run- 
ners, who have brought .out an evil 
as great as the ambulance chaser in 
personal injury cases. Then too, di- 
vorced women in a locality often urge 
woman who have had a ouarrel to go 
to f> lawyer and get a divorce. 
"When the parties have come into 
court with their witnesses it is often 
I'fn.cult to secure an agreement. THit

frontage of 738. feet and built along 
the north shore, already popular with 
bathers. 


Plans for construction of the new 
beach were made after the commis- 
sion visited Atlantic City and. several 
other .Eastern 
summer resorts. 
The 
main bath house will be of brick, stone 
and concrete. There will be a pavil- 
lion, a broad 
promenade, a kinder- 
garten for the youngsters and a nur- 
sery where mothers may leave their 
babies while they romp in the lake. 
The 
cmomission will recommend 
that persons not in bathing costume 
be barred from the sand and com- 
pelle'd to remain 
on the promenade. 
A snace will he roped off for the ex- 
clusive use of women bathers and the 
remainder of tlie beach left open for 
mixed bathing. 
The commission nro- 
posed that the citv make the nominal 
charge of 10 cents for adult bathers 
and five cents for children under fif- 
teen ywars to make the beach self- 
sustaining.

By the new changes in the parcel 
post system, to take effect on January 
iirsr., lfil-1, the government has grant- 
ed additional benefits to the individu- 
al. 


The changes should 
he 
carefully 
noted, for some of them are radical, 
especially the weight differences. The 
weight limits and rates are of import- 
ance to all 
patrons, 
and 
everyone 
should know them. 
There has 
been no change made 
with respect to the limit of size of 
fourth-class mail.

Following are the changes in weight 
limit and postage

On and after January 1, 1914, the 


limit of weight of parcels of fourth- 
class mail for

first and second zones, shall 
be in- 
creas-ecl from 20 t.o SO pounds and in 
the third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh 
and eighth zones from 11 to 20 pounds. 
This change in the first and second

BETTER ROADS. 


The "Lincoln 
Highway" now in 


process of construction, from 
New 


York to San Francisco, is a gigantic 
undertaking, but it will be accom- 
plished because 
the several states, 


through which it passes, are actively 
interested in its success. When this 
work is completed, it means a boule- 
vard from coast to coast, with feeders 
connecting from north and south. 


It also -means an object lesson in 


road building that will benefit the 
"whole country, and may eventually 
result in convincing the government 
that much of the money now wasted 
on so-called waterways, might 'better 
be spent on public1 highways. 


With a view to more intelligent 


•work and more intelligent legislation, 
the American 
Highway association 


and the 
American Bar association 


have joined hands and at a recent 
meeting, mapped out a program. 


As tb,e first step -in the .program for 


uniform highway -legislation, it was 
determined to obtain -the assistance 
of the government office 
of 
public 
roads and all the state highway de- 
partments in the preparation of a 
complete literal compilation, of 
all 


laws on the subject of roads. 
It is 


not the intention of tho committees, 
which are working together, an a unit, 
to make a digest of the laws, 
statutes of the different states 


The 
will 


be recorded in their entirety and when 
the compilation is completed the 'gov- 
ernors of the various states 
be 


asked to request -the legislatures to 
appoint committees to meet with the 
officials of the American Highway as- 
sociation and the American Bar as- 
sociation. The laws of the various 
slates will th.en be at hand for com- 
parison and correlation. 


Certain 
basic principles will be 


recommended for enactment-into law 
by all the states, such as the estab- 
lishment of non-partisan boards which 
will select all engineers --in 
direct- 


charge of roads with a view to re- 
moving the chief road officials from 
politics. 
It will also be recommend- 


ed that the road chiefs be selected. 
for periods determined by their use- 
fulness, rather than any set term of 
years. 
Aside from the basic princi- 


ples, which it. is believed will provide 
general efficiency in all the states, 
the legislators of the different states 
will be asked to evolve from the com- 
pilation of laws such legislation as 
will be best adapted to the needs of 
their own state, with an eye to na- 
tion-wide uniformity. 


The highways of the old world are 


principally good'; because they are 
uniform 
in 
construction. 
In 
this 


country every man is practically a 
law unto himself, and as a result our 
country roads are next to impassable 
half the time- 


Our government regulates the rail- 


roads and pretty much everything in 
sight, but the wagon road which runs 
by every man's door, is more impor- 
tant to him than the railroad, a few 
miles away. 


Cut out the waterways for a time 


and improve the highways, and the 
pork barrel will be 'less odious.

LIGHTING SYSTEMS 


Fathers Will Investigate Street Light- 


ing Plans 
Used 
at 
Barabop, 


Wis., and Champaign, III. 


May.ni' James A. Fathers will leave 
tonight 
or 
tomorrow for Baraboo, 
Wis., where he will inspect the street 
lighting system 
which is employed 
there, and before returning 
to this 
city he will investigate the system 
at Champaign, 111., a city about 
the 
size ,of Janesville. 
"We are 
working at a plan by 
which our city may be better lighted," 
Eaid Mayor Fathers today, 
"I am in 
favor of smaller candle-power lamps 
at shorter distances throughout the 
business' and residence districts, and 
will inspect the plans 
in vogue 
at 
Baraboo and Champaign with the idea 
of making a change in our own sys- 
tem in the near future." 
The city's contract with the electric 
company holds for several years, uut 
the city 
administration hopes that 
the provisions may be amended to -ai- 
low for better lighting facilities. 
The 
large arc lights 
now 
in use 
have 
been found .unsatisfactory. 
Although 
they give abundant light 
for some 
distance, the darkness 
and 
shadow 
.outside of their range is intensified. 
At present there are over 
two hun- 
dred lamps of this styla in operation 
w.ith a number of the smaller lights uc 
100 candle power. 
. ,,The m.embers..of the city council 
.are'.inclined favorably toward the in- 
stallation of a large number of 
the 


1UO candle-power lamps, placing them 
as close as very block and nearer than 
that if conditions warrant. They are 
confident that the citv will be more 
thoroughly lighted and 
that, 
results 
would he much 
more 
satisfactory. 
Mayor Father's Favors

The city of Janesville is spending a 
large amount of money annually in 
lighting, amounting to nearly, $1 tier 
capita.

The nurse said it was the worst case she 
ever saw.'-' And yet,' as I said before, this woman and I are scarcely more 
than bowing acquaintances. 
Xor are such confidences the exception. On the roiitrary. "It IF. a strong 
and silent man who can forbear telling his diet to a sympathetic listener," 
says Agnes Repplier. "It is a disciplined woman of the world who never 
says why she is not eating grape fruit, at a luncheon."
